Having opened a correspondence with the 
Tandrost at Krawang, Ì receiveda letter 
fram Mr. Offers, on the 25th instant, men- 
tioning his having dispersed a party of Ran. 
gin’s followers, under the noted Naiream, and 
taken some prisoners, and conlaining infor. 
mation tending to ezcite-a strong suspicion 
against Bagoos Maánoch;*“the tephew of 
Bagoos Ragin, who: resides at the Came 
pong Boonto, in the Blandong District of 
Cheribon. 

On receipt of this information I directed 
Mr: Prudants, (the Overseer of the Blan. 
dongs) to arrest the person of Bagaos. Ma.

Mr. Prudants ac cordingly succeeded in se 
curing Bagoas Manoch and-sent him down 
to-day together with an uncle of ‘Rangin;

Ï also sent for the District Tommoongongs, 
and acquainted them that your Excelleucy 
was disposed to notice with fatorevery mark 
of their attachment, at the same time, that 
you will severely punish the lcast neglect of 
their duty, and finally told them they would 
be considered personally answerable for the 
due administration and tranquillity of their 
respective Districts. 


I directed ‘the Patroles stationed in the dif. 


forent districts to be kept in continual duty, 
with orders to be vigilant and active, and that 
all persons unprovided with-proper passes or 
other satisfactory testimonials, should be ar. 
rested and sent to me, 

Having had occasion repeatedly ta notice 
the zeal and attachment to the present Gov- 
erninent displayed by Mr. G. Bois, (the 
Gverseer of the Coffee Plantations in this 
Province) 1 had several communications with

The blockade of May, 1806, was therefore 
(sccording to the doctrine maintained by 
Great-Britain,) justand lawful in its origin, 
because it was- supported by both intention 
and fact by an adequate naval force. This 
was the justification of that blockade, until 
the period of time when the Orders in Coun- 
cil were issued. 

The Orders in Council were founded on a 
distinct principle, that of defensive retalia- 
tion. France had declared a blockade of all 
the ports and coasts of Great Britain and her 
dependencies, without assiguing or being able 
to assign, any force to support that blockade. 
Such an act of the enemy would have justifed 
a declaratien of the blockade of the whole 
coast of France, even without the application 
ot any particular force for that service. Since 
the promulgation of the Orders in Council, 
the blockade of May, 1806, has been sustain- 
ed and extended: by the more comprehensive 
system of defencive retaliation on which 
those regulations are founded. But if the Or. 
ders in Council should be abrogated, the 
blockade of May 1806 could net continue, 
under cur construction of the law ef nations, 
uuless that blockade should be maintained by 
a due application of an adeguate naval force, 

„America appears to concur with France in 
asseriing that Great.Britein was the original 
aggrossor inthe attack on neutral rights, and 
has particularly objected to the blockade of 
May 1806, as an obrinus instance of that ag- 
gression on the part of Great. Britain. 

„Although the doctrices of the Berlin decree, 
respecting the rights of blockade, are not di- 
rectiy asserted by the American government, 
Mr. Pinkney’s correspondence would appear 
to countenance the principles on which those 
doctrines are founded. The objection direct 
Jy stated by America against the blockade of 
May, 1805, rests on asupposition that no na. 
val force which Great-Britin possessed or 
could have employed for such a purpose, 
could have rendered that blockatle efectnal, 
aad that therefore it was necessarily irregular, 
and could not possìbly be maiutaired in con- 
formity to the law of nations. 

‘Reviewing the course of this statement, it 
will appear that the blockade of May, 1806, 


cannot be deemed contrary to the law ef na- 


tions, either under the objections urged by 
the Freuch, or under those declared or insiu- 
gated by the American government, because 
that bleckade was maintained by a sufficient 
naval force: that the desree of Berlin was not 
therefore justified either under the pretext al. 
ledged by France or under those supported by 
America ; that the Orders in Council were 
founded on a just principle of defensive re. 
taliation against the viblation of the law of 
nations committed by France in the deeree of 
Berlin; that the blockade of May, 1806, is 
now included in the more extensive operation 
of the Orders in Council; and lastly that the 
Orders in Council will not be continued be. 
youd the effectaal duration of the hostile de. 
crees of France, nor will the blockade of 
May, 1806, continue after the repeal of the 
Orders in Couneil, uuless his Majesty's goe 


verument shall think fit to sustain it by the 


special application of a sufficient naval force. 
‘This fact will not be suttered to remain in 
doubt, and if the repeal of the Orders in 
Council should take place, the iutention of his 
Majesty's government respecting the blockade 
of May, 1806, will be notified at the same time. 

„IT need not recanitulate- to yon the senti. 
ments of bis Majesty’s government, so often 
repeated, on the subject of the French Mi. 
nister’s Note to General Armstrong, dated the 
6th of August. The studied ambiguity of that 
note has since been amply explained by the 
cauduct and language of the government of 
France, of which one of the most remarkable 
instances is to be found in the speech of the 
chief of the French Governmeut an the 17th 
of last month to certain deputies from the free 
cities of Iamburgh, Bremen and Lubeck, 
wiercin he declares that the Berlin and Milan 
decrees shall be the publiek code of France as 
long as England maintains her Orders in 
Council of 1806 and 1807. Thus prouounc- 
ing as plainly as language will admit, that the 
system of violence and injustice of which he is 
the founder, will: be maintained by kim until 
tha defensive measures of rctaliation to which 
they gave rise on the part of Great- Britain 
shall be abandoned. 

Lf other proofs were necessary to show the 
continued existerice of those obnoxious de. 
crees, they may be discovered in the Imperial 
edict, dated at Fontainbleau, October 19, 
1810, that monstrous production of violence, 
in which they are made the basis of a system of 


general and unexampled tyranny and opprcse 
sion over all countries subject to, allied with, 
or within tbereach of the power of France; 

“in the report of the French minister for for- 
eign affairs, dated last December, and in the 
letter of the French minister of justice to the 
President of the council of prizes. To this 
letter, Sir, FT wouid wisk particularly to invite 
yourattention, the dates the 25ta of Decem- 
ber, the authority it comes from most unques. 
tionable, and you will there find, Sir, the 
Duke of Massa, iu giving his tastructions to the 
council af prizes in consequence of the Presi. 
dent of the United States’ proclamation ef Noe 
vember 3, most cautiously avoiding to assert 
that the French deerees were repealed, and as. 
eribing not to such repeal, but to the ambigu= 
ous passage which he quotes at length from 
Mr. Champagny’sletter cf August 5, the new 
attitude taken by America; and you will 
also find an evidence in the same letter of the 
continusd capture of American ships after 
November, and onder the Berlin and Milan de- 
crces, having been contemplated by the French 
government; since there rs a special direction 
given for judgement on such ships being sùs- 
pended in consequence of the Anrericaa proe 
clamation, aad for their being kept as pledges 
for its enforcement, 

Can then, Sir, these decrees be said to 
hare been repealed at the period when the 
proclamation of the President of the Uuited 
States appeared, or when America enforced 

her pon-importation act against Great. Britain ? 
Are they so at this moment? To the first 
question, the state papers which f have 
referred to, appear to give a sufficient answer. 
For even supposing that the repeal has since 
„taken place, it is clear that ou November 3d, 
there was no question as to that not being 
then the case ; the capture of the ship Orleans 
Packet, seized at Bourdeaux, and the 
Grasc-Ann Green, seized or,‚carried into 
Marseilles, being cascs arising uuder the French 
deerees of Berlin and Milan as is very evident. 
Great-Britain might therefore complain of 
being treated with injustice by America, even 
supposiug that the conduct of France had 
since been unequivocal, 


America contends that the French drecrees. 


are revoked as it respects her shijs upon the 
high seas, and you, Sir, inform me, that the 
only two American ships taken under their 
maritime operation, as you are pleased to 
term it, since November 1, have been restore 
ed ; but may not they have been restored in 
consequence of the satisfactiou felt in France 
at the passing of the non-importatian act in 
the American Congrvss, an event so little to 
be expected; for otherwise, horing been cap= 
tured in direct contradiction to the supposed 
revocation, why were they not rustored imme- 
diately ? ‚ 

The fears of the French navy, however, 
prevent many casce of the kil occurring on 
the ocean under the deerees gf Berlin and 
Milan ; but the most obnoxious and destruc. 
tive parts of those decrecs are exzercised wath 
fall violence not only in the ports of France, 
but in those of all other countries to which 
France thinks she can commit injustice with 
impunity. 

Cireat-Britain has a right to complain that 
neutral nations should overlook the very 
worst features of those extraordinary acts, 
and should suffer their trade to be made a 
medium of an unprecedented, Violent, and 
monstrous system of attack upon her re. 
sources, a species of warfare unattempted by 
any civilized nation before the present period. 
=_N6t only has America suffered her trade to 
be moulded into the means of annoyance to 
Great.Britain under ‘the provisions of the 
French decrees, but as construiag those 
deerees as extinct, upon a deceitful declara. 
tion of the French cabinet, she has enforced 
her non-importatian act against Great. Britain. 

Under these circumstances, Í am instructed 
by my government, to urge tothat of the 
United States, the iujustice of thus enforcing 
that act agaiast his Majesty’s domimions, and 
1 cannot but hope that a spirit of justice will 
indace the United States’ government to re- 
consider the line of conduct they have 
pursued, and at least to re-establish their 
former state of strict neutrality. 

Í have only to add, Sir, that, on my part, 
I shall ever be ready to meet you on any 
opening which may seem to afford a prospect 
of restoring complete harmony between the 
two countries, and thatit will at all times 
give me the greatest satisfaction to treat with 
you en the important concerns so interestiug 
to both. 5

1809, superseded these of November, 1807, 
and relieved the system of retaliation adopted 
by his Majesty against his enemics, from what 
was considered in this country as the most ob.

fhis explauation, Sir, will, T trust, be 
sufiicient to do away any impression that you 
may have received to the coutrary from my 
observations respecting the effects which kis 
Mujesty’s Orders in Council originally had en 
the trade of neutral nations.

therefore cannot but be increased in finding 
that the communication which F had the 
honour to make to you, has uot even had the 
‘ettect of suspending your efforts to vindicate 
the perseverance of your government in 
enforcing those orders. 

€ I regret also to observe, that the light 
in which you have viewed this document, and 
the remarks which you have made on the 
subject, generally seem to preclade any other 
view of the conditions on which those orders 
are to be revoked, than those that were fur. 
nished by your former communications. You 
still adhere to the pretension that the produc. 
fions and mannfactures of Great. Britain, 
when neutratized, must be admitted into the 
ports of vour enemies. 'Êhis pretension, 
however vague the language heretofore held 
by your government, particularly by the 
Marquis of Wellesley, in his communications 
with Mr. Pinkney, on tie subject, was never 
uaderstood to have beenembraccd. Nothing, 
indeed, short of the specific declarations 
which you have made, would have induced a 
belief that such was the casc.
